2 . The real problem jCATID^ is now facing is termination. 

It appears that under German labor laws a person can not be 
fired except for cause as long els he. has been on the payroll for 
a period of ten years., At least thefOovemmentioan not do so. 
Both AUGSBURG and meet those requirements. They are also, 
appai’ently, fully aware of their position and have indicated that 
they will fight any attempt at separation. The Inquiries made 
last year aboutUTMNO^ (ref) were apparently based on the hope 
that KUBARK traces and a possible BE>C check wouliX unearth some 
derogatory Information on (UMNOw which wwld gihre gATIDl^ a cause 
for dismissal. •Jhst was not the case. \|?ATID]^ now suggests that 
place CALLIKAI^ on both men in the hope that it will reveal 
some illegal or at least unauthorized Intelligence activity 
which may give them a cause for tenninatlon. They are convinced 
that both men nwilntaln vinauthorlzed contacts and that it Is 
simply a matter of finding what contacts these are. They also 
intend to state to each of them again that they are forbidden to 
maintain contact with each other. Breaking of that Injxmction 
alone, might be caxxse for dismissal, depending on the nature 
of the contact following the reiterations of the prohibition. 

By the way [CATIDE! are now of the opinion that the reason for the 
negative BDC traces onlDMNO‘'3 is most likely the fact that Subjects 
true naune is neither bSWO'^rorJUMANSKil and that roost likely both 
hie dpob's are false. 
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3 . Both subjects are well known throughout the Russian 
emigre circles in Europe and have a large number of supporters 
2 uid frlgnds in those circles.
